2d of this Month Signior Alouifio Contarjni, rook 
Poffeifion, with the ufwal Solemnity, of the Dignity 
of Procurator of St. Mark. The fame Day, an 
Order was publifh’d forbidding the uttering of clipp’d 
Money of any fort. Yefterday the Ambaflador of
